Data was received from 429 c'ties. 


The report says: "These facts, obtain- 
ed from 75 per cent, of all (he ci.ies 
reporting, show that in these cities 
even excluding those housed in ann--\- 
es where conditions may be normal, 
there are more than 453,000 chiidie-i 
who are either on half-time because of 
lack of building space or are housed in 
poi'tables, rented 
buildings, 
itfcics, 


basements or corridors. It would re- 
quire an average of two 30-room build- 
ings in each of these cities ito proper- 
ly house these gioups of children 
alone." 


The report sets forth statistically 


the inadequacy of playground space. 
"It is clear that in many cities child- 
ren are now housed in buildings in 
which there is less space on the play- 
ground than is supplied in ithe class- 
rooms in which they are taught", says 
Mr. Strayer in the introduction.
